Tbe Hague, June 24.—The drafting 
committee off the arbitral ion commission 
spent yesterday afternoon in consider 
ing article* I and 7 of the Russian pro­ 
posals. 
AH that is left now is the draft 
tag of regulations for the b ard's pro­ 
ceed urn. 
The information from Germany is 
that Emperor William will not separate 
himself from the other powers in the 
arbitration question, ami the German 
delegates anticipate a favorable decision 
cm that point. 
The work is now so far advanced that 
the conference w ill probably take a holi­ 
day after June 28 in order to allow the 
delegates to refer to their respective 
government* for final in->t ruer ions. 
Frederick Boils of the American dele­ 
gation, alluding last evening to tho 
German att unde, said: 
“This matter 
is much exaggerated, 
Active negotia­ 
tions took place, but Germany is in no 
way irreconoik-able aud would not hesi­ 
tate, more than the other powers, to 
agree to an arbitration court established 
on an acceptable basis. 
"The Turks themselves state that no 
erne is able to say they object to the ar­ 
bitration scheme, and that when the 
proposal has been nuttily shaped they 
will examine it and only then give an 
opinion, referring to Gonstantinofke, if 
the wording of the schema coat aim, 
points not covered by th< r instructions."

No concealment is be­ 
ing made as to the character of the re­ 
ports. 
It was stated by a war depart­ 
ment official, through 
whose 
hands 
they have passed, that the reports arc 
unanimous rn favor of the continuance 
of the canteen system. 
The array of 
fact* winch they present in justification 
of the canteen is said to be such as to 
make it absolutely certain that the sec­ 
retary of war will not see fit to change 
the position of the war department in 
the matter. 
The reports, it is asserted, contain a 
complete and convincing refutation of 
the Prohibition! - **' argo m enu, that the 
morality aud condition of Ute soldiers 
would be improved by the abolishment 
of tue canteen. 
Not only is there less 
drunkenness among the soldiers under

ing just about that time: 
"I do not 
mind this being looked at and cheered. 
I like to know what the common people 
think of what we did and how we did 
it. 
This fighting business has been a 
good thiug for the whoio country." 
At Carrollton a committee of IO from 
the Knife aud Fork club of Kansas City 
boarded the train. 
Each man carried a 
buster of flowers and Governor Iioose 
volt was soon decorated. 
Tho com­ 
mit t<** formed a cir* Ie about the gover­ 
nor and clamored for a chat on the Cu­ 
ban campaign. 
He gave it offhand, 
ending with the assertion: 
"I was dis­ 
gusted with the congress because it did 
not pass the army reorganization b ill 
Our army is just in the condition that 
England’s was at the time of the Cri­ 
mean war. 
It badly needs reorganiza­ 
tion."

The governor talked of public interest 
in municipal government in New York 
city.

to escort the governor to the Blossom 
House, but before he left the train he 
made a little speech.

Nothing would please the 
rough riders better than to meet here in 
Kansas a ith the Twentieth Kansas aud 
yonr gallant Funston, aud celebrate his 
glorious deeds.

the "shovers” $2.50, being an increase 
of 25 cents in each department. 
At .Swift & Co.’s it was said that 
about IOO men hod joined the strike 
and had been given their time.

U pton & C a, lost 30 more, and IOO men 
in the sausage trimming department of 
the International Packing Co., left their 
places. 
Some of these men were taken 
back at the increase demanded, but the 
raise was not given to all.

TRADE CONDITIONS 


Brad street’s W eekly Deport on tho 
Standing o f the Markets. 
N ew York, June 24— Brad street to­ 
day says: 
Less than the average effect 
of approaching midsummer influences 
is discernible in current trade reports. 
Prices, too, show a strength unusual at 
this period, and particularly in view of 
recent steady advances. 
This is not­ 
ably manifest, of oourse, in the iron and 
steel industry, where the tendency of 
values is still upward, though the ad­ 
vances reported are not uniform at all 
markets, pointing to individual instances 
of business done at best possible prices. 
Where prompt delivery can be guaran 
teed, fancy quotations are* in many cases 
obtainable, and testimony to the scar­ 
city of supplies is universal. 
Hopes of improvement in the woolen 
goods industry have materialized in an 
active demand at leading markets for 
the manufactured product, aud simul­ 
taneously from several markets come 
reports of abnormally small stocks of 
lightweight 
goods in dealers hands. 
Wool is more active and Arm in sym 
pathy therewith, and sales are larger, 
though mostly on speculative account. 
Wheat has been affected by. glowing 
reports from spring wheat sections, but 
more especially by continued enormous 
deliveries of old crop supplies pointing 
to the 1898 spring wheat yield and 
therefore the aggregate yield of the 
country, having been heavily underesti­ 
mated. 
At the decline, however, good 
buying on export account has developed. 
Cotton crop prospects have continued 
to improve aud the raw product is lower 
on the week, with a slight shading 
claimed also in print cloths, although 
cotton goods as a whole are iu an excep­ 
tionally strong position. 
Raw sugar is lower on unanimous re­ 
ports of improving crop prospects the 
world over, but refined sugar is in heavy 
domestic demand aud firm.
